Shomnonre have been on _ these 
farms for nearly 100 years. The regis- 
tered herd was founded by W. E. Ham- 
ner, father cf Mrs. Charles Meacham, 
in 1871. Prior to this Mr. Hamner had 
owned a herd of grade Shorthorns. In 
1914 Mr. Hamner formed a partnership 
with Charles M. Meacham and one of 
the early bulls at that time was the 
Bellows bred Radium Goods. 


In 1928, they bought the bull Calros- 
sie Mandarin from the John Thompson 
Estate a show buil by Calrossie 
Roan Challenger, one of the great im- 
ported bulls of the day. In 1935, Mr. 
Hamner passed away. It was about 
that time that Kalarama Marshall was 
purchased. He was a son of the famed 
Browndale Thistle and was the first 
buil William Meacham, the present ow- 
ner, had a hand in buying. 


The name Koreandale came as an 
outgrowth of being the first in this 
area to produce Korean Lespedeza seed. 
Several years later, when the market 
for Lespedeza seed became flooded, the 
Meachams began developing their well 
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known strains of Hybrid Seed Corn. 


In April, 1946 when Bill Meacham 
was growing older, they made a deci- 
sion to expand. In the early 1940’s, the 
Glen Eden herd owned by Louis Ingle- 
hart was dispersed because of his death. 
Two years later his nephew John Car- 
penter decided to re-establish the herd 
at Glen Eden and purchased the bulk 
of the great old Kalarama herd from 
Ray Thurman (the story of Kalarama 
would be a volume in itself). Later 
when Carpenter sold the Glen Eden 
property, he was forced to sell the 
Kalarama herd quickly and the Mea- 
chams stepped in and bought them all. 
Thus, for practical purposes, the Kala- 
rama herd formed the basis of the Kor- 
eandale herd as it is today — and many 
of the cattle in this sale trace to Kala- 
rama. 


Then came Marshall Monty — as 
big a stroke of good fortune as has ever 
blessed any herd. This bull had come 
in dam to Sni-A-Bar Farms, Missouri, in 
one of their importations. Deep in the 
strongest of A. J. Marshall breeding on 


both sides, he was exhibited by Sni-A- 
Bar at the 1946 International in their 
first prize three bull group, along with 
the champion and reserve champion, 
Sni-A-Bar Control and Sni-A-Bar Rand- 
olph. Bill Meacham bought him in the 
1946 International sale for $2,500. 


Fortunately for the breed, Marshall 
Monty was not only a great sire, but 
he lived a long life, remaining in active 
service for ten years at Koreandale. 
During his lifetime, many sons were 
sold. They did the same job for their 
new owners that Monty did for Korean- 
dale. In nearly every section of the 
country you will find the influence of 
Marshall Monty. 


The Meachams followed a _ careful 
program of offering a few daughters 
each year, and putting a few back in 
the herd. Today there are sixteen 
daughters of Marshall Monty at Korean- 
dale, twelve of which sell in this sale. 
If some progressive breeder would buy 
them all, he would have what it has 
taken the Meachams all these years to 
accomplish. 


Twelve times in the past decade the 
Meachams have had champions at the 
Kentucky National Futurity Show and 
Sale, held annually at Bowling Green. 


Those who have attended this sale need 
not be reminded of the stiff competi- 


tion that prevails. 


Sunset Bounce 7th and Chapelton 
North Star. both carrying strong A. J. 
Marshall breeding similar to Marshall 
Monty were used. In 1956 the Meach- 
am’s purchased Leveldale Acumen for 
$3,300 in the Mathers sale. This bull 
has been used successfully and is being 
offered in this sale only because the 
herd is being reduced. Marshall’s Per- 
fect, Kentucky Futurity champion, was 
purchased in 1953, another bull bred by 
A. J. Marshall. Unfortunately he died 
after siring one calf crop, but left a 
son K F Rex Perfect. Two sons of Mar- 
shall Monty have been used, K F Stam- 
ford Marshall, and the current junior 
herd sire, K F Prince Monty, whose 
first bull calf was the reserve grand 
champion at the Kentucky Futurity. 


The fact that of the thirty cows sell- 
ing, twenty-nine will have calves at foot 
is indication of the herd’s prolificy. The 
footnotes indicate further how these 
cows have been delivering calves every 
year. 


There can be no question that this 
dispersion will offer some of the best 
opportunities that will be presented in 
many years.

All will be tested for T. B. and Bangs within thirty days of the sale, except offi- 
cially calfhood vaccinated cattle under the minimum age. The cattle will be sold 
according to the health laws of Kentucky. Purchasers must be aware of any 
special requirements of their own states.

KOREANDALE FARMS 
CHAS. M. MEACHAM & SONS RAY NAAS, Herdsman 
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For many years Charles M. Meacham 
operated the Koreandale Shorthorn 
herd and the Koreandale Seed Corn 
business in partnership with his sons. 
Mr. Meacham has decided to retire and 
is selling the business to the sons. Wil- 
liam Meacham, who is well known to 
Shorthorn breeders everywhere, has 


bought the entire herd. In order to 
swing the deal, however, it will be ne- 
cessary for him to sell about 60% of the 
herd. That is why we are calling this 
a “near dispersion.” 


I had hoped I would never see the 
day when the Koreandale herd was 
broken up. However I’m happy that 
Bill will carry on. In September I was 
asked to come to the farm to plan this 
sale. Naturally, Bill’s chief interest at 
this point is a good sale. I explained 
to him that his big job was to assure 
the public that this would be a true 
division of the herd — in terms of qual- 
ity, breeding and ages. He readily a- 
greed that this was to be the case. So 
Bill, Ray Naas, and I spent all day in 
the pastures coming up with what we 
all felt was a fair division from the 
public’s standpoint, yet still leaving 
Bill with good cattle to carry on. 


Fortunately this was not too great a 


problem. The Meacham herd is one of 
the breed’s oldest. They have always 
kept just about 45 or 50 females of 


breeding age. There was never a place 
in this herd for a poor producer. In 


assembling the offering we would pick 
a mother here, leave a daughter; take 
two daughters in another place, leave 
the dam. 


Every year the breed has a few 
dispersions .. . it is a perfectly normal 
occurrence. Many are dispersions of 
herds that have accomplished very lit- 
tle except to gather some females to- 
gether. It is a rare thing when a herd 
that has produced tops consistently is 
offered at public auction. The record 
of Koreandale cattle is known to all. 
Twelve times in the last 11 years they 
have had champions at the Kentucky 
National Futurity Show & Sale. Where- 
ver and whenever the Meachams have 
consigned cattle it was news. 


Even good breeders could spend a 
lifetime and never own a sire like Mar- 
shall Monty. If you were to list the 
great breeding bulls of the last 15 years, 
surely he would be included. This great 
A. J. Marshall imported-in-dam bull was 
used for ten years (1947-1956). Always 
a top son was kept and he has been 
followed by Leveldale Acumen. In this 
sale 12 direct daughters of Marshall 
Monty sell. Thirteen others are either 
out of Marshall Monty cows or by his 
sons. 


To those planning to strengthen 
their position in the business by making 
purchases this fall, I strongly urge you 
to be on hand November 12.

He left his mark on every 
calf he sired ... great breedy heads, excellent fleshing qualities, thick-set bodies, 
good legs. His sons have worked improvement in every herd where they were 
used and his daughters have made the kind of brood cows that build the breed. For 
our future we are keeping his son, K F Prince Monty. With the exception of four, 
every daughter in the herd sells. Most of the other females we are keeping and 
selling are out of Marshall Monty dams.
